Ho* 3 Is the railroad line from Svx&dmmi to Tbilisi* 

Mo* U ia the railroad line from OchomcMri to Evesani* 

Ho* 5 is the road from Smkfcoml to Tbilisi* 

Ho* 6 la an avenue named ^October Kevolution* w It wae formerly 
called **Zhir& International •’* Zhis avenue leads to the 
fmm of Kvesaai* 

Ho* ? is an asphalt road inaid© the city* but source does not know 
. its name. 


Ho* 8 la the Hokri Elver* sdios© width Is about 60 meters* In the 
spring and summer it contain® rmy little water. In the 
winter it has an abundance sf water bat without flooding* 

Ho* 9 le the Elver Zsorka, which l& about 9 kilometers distant 

from th© MokvX liver* Zhe nidth of -the Z&orka is 7-8 meters* 
ssnd Its depth ie 1 meter* 


1@* 10 is th® Elver OaXidsga* whoso »idth is about 70 meters* In 
%bm spring and ecsmor the water is 1 meter deep* and in the 
winter 2«*2*5 meters* 
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Ho* 11 Is the city railroad station, which consists of a wooden one- 
atoiy building* In December 19**7« construction was began on 
a stone building beside the wooden one® Construction was done 
by 100-150 German prisoners-of-war* The work on this building 
was going ahead steadily so that the stone building should be 
ready to replace the old wooden building by the end of 19^8« 

2he old wooden building houses a small electric generator to 
supply the electricity required by the railroad station* 

Ho« 12 is a building begun in 19^6 by German prisoners-of-war* Shis 
building will house a factory to produce lubricating oil* 

Ho- 13 is a building which was constructed between 19^5 and 19^7* 

It will be used as an elfcctric power plant* She building 
is constructed of stone and brick* At the beginning of 19^&» 
generators of American manufacture were installed in this 
building, and it was expected that they would be in operation 
by the summer of 19^* 

Ho. lh is a factory for manipulating tobacco; its Russian name is 

term Zavod. It employs about 200 workmen. Shis factory has 
an electric generator which supplies light for the whole city 
of Oehemchiri* 

Ho. 15 is the Halkom Building, which houses the Communist District 
Committee* It is the Communist political center of the city, 
where Communist meetings are held* 

Ho* 16 Is the im building* 

Ho* 17 is a tea factory. 

Ho* 18 is an iron bridge on the railroad line over the Mokvi Elver. 

The bridge Is 25-30 meters long* 

Ho* 19 is a bridge on the railroad line over the Tsorka Elver* The 
bridge is constructed of concrete and is 6-7 meters in length* 

It is supported on two concrete abutment© and one concrete pier* 

Ho* 20 is an iron bridge on the railroad line over the Elver Galidzga, 
This bridge is about 100 meters long, and is supported on two 
concrete abutments and one concrete pier* 

Ho* 21 is a wooden bridge on the asphalt road over the Tsorka Elver* 

In 1947, work was begun on a concrete bridge beside the wooden 
one, which it would replace* The concrete bridge should now 
have been completed* 

Ho* 22 is a wooden bridge on the asphalt road over the Elver Galldz&a 
This bridge is 70-80 meters long* It is supported on two abut-" 
meats and many piers, all of wood* The bridge does not have a 
large capacity* 

The perimeter of the city of Oehemchiri Is almost rectangular* The 

shorter sides are formed by the Elvers Tsorka and Galidssga, and the 

longer sides by the railroad line and the harbor*

3* The following is the explanation of Sketch Map Ho* 2s 

Ho* 1 is the harbor of Suldmmlo 

Ho* 2 is the Elver Besletka or Krasnlmost* This river is about 10 
meters wide, and the depth of the water within the city la 
about 2 meters* 
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3 is the Kelastaxi Hirer. It la about 15 meters vide* and the 
depth of the water within the city is 1-5 meters. 

Ho. A Is the railroad line from (hidanty to Ochemchlrl. 

Ho. 5 is Avenue Stalin leading to Ghidaaty and Ochemchiri. 

Ho. 6 is an asphalt street parallel to Avenue Stalin. Source does 
not remember the name of this street. 

Ho* 7 is an asphalt paved street named after Lenin# 

Ho. 8 is a railroad station named Litskop. It consists of a one- 
story building of wood. 

No. 9 is the city square* which measures about 200 meters on each 
side. 


No. 10 is the electric po ier station* which is a small one- story 
building. 

Ho. 11 is the MVS) building. 

No. 12 is the central hospital of the city. It is a large three- 
story building. 


Ho. 13 i© the old botanical gardens. 

No. 14 indicates the barracks housing the MFD personnel. fhey con- 
sist of four thrfia-story buildings® each about 30-40 meters 
long and 15 motors wide. 

Ho. 15 1® a- war factory* It is surrounded by a wooden fence 1.5-2 
meters high and painted groan. On the side of the factory 
facing Avenue Stalin there are three gates which are each 
guarded by a sentry in a sentry-bo^. All along the length of 
the wall there are patrolling guards who forbid all un- 
authorised persons to eater the factory. A person standing 
outside the wall on Avenue Stalin can see many cypress trees 
inside the wall. Source does not know how large the factory 
is. Many German prlsoners-of-war are employed there. Source 
does not know anything further about this factory ; he never 
lived in Sukhumi* but when he visited Sul&comi he passed the 
factory while riding on the train which passes not far from 
the factory. 


Ho. 16 ie the railroad station of Kelasuri. 

Ho. 1? is a tunnel about 2-2.5 kilometers long located on the railroad 
line passing through the mountain named Eserni&vskaya (sic; 
CherxmgovskoyeT ) « A guard of the MFD is stationed at each end 
of the tunnel. She train requires five minutes to pass through 
this tunnel. 


Ho. 18 Is an iron bridge on the railroad line over the Bealetka Elver. 
Mg bridge ie 25-30 meters long and about 4 meters wide. It 
is supported on two abutments and two piers* all of concrete. 

An MFD guard is stationed at each end of the bridge.

19 is a concrete railroad bridge supported on two abutments and 
many piers, all of concrete.' fhe bridge is 150-200 meters long 
and is about 4 meters wide, fhis bridge is dot guarded. f £he 
bridge is called in Russian ^stokat. 1 * -The inhabitants of 
Sukhumi call it the suspension bridge* because of its great 
length (sic). . 
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iio. 20 ie an iron bridge on the railroad line over the Kelasorl Hirer 
nils bridge ia supported only on two abutments of concrete 
■and iron. It ia about 30 meters long* 

Ho* 21 is a wooden bridge orer tho Beeletka Hirer. It ia supported 
on two abutments and many piers, all of wood. Shis bridge la 
about 20 meters long and 3 meters wide. Only automobiles 
entering the city of Sukhumi ria drome Stalin use this bridge 
It is a one-way bridge, and automobiles are forbidden to pass 
orer it In the other direction. 

Ho. 22 ie an iron bridge orer the Sesletka Hirer. It is supported 
on two concrete abutments and two concrete piers. She bridge 
I® 15 - 20 meters long and Is only 3 meters wide. Only rehiolea 
coming out of Sukhumi via Avenue Stalin use this bridge, and 
It ia a one-way bridge like No. 21. 

Ho. 23 is an Iron bridge orer the Kolasuri Hirer. It ia supported 
on two abutments and many piers, all of iron. She bridge la 
30 meters long and la so narrow that only one automobile can 
cross at a time.
